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‘THE SYSTEM OF DELAAETE | 


NOT YET LIKELY TO BE INTRODUCED 
IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


To What Extent the Theory of the In- 
genious Frenchman Is Utilized in the 
County. Normal School and Its Effects— 
An Explanation of What Principles Are 
Utilized Here—The Conservation of 
Force and Loss of an Oppressive Self- 
Consciousness. 

It was reported some days ago that what is 
known as the Delsarte system of elocution, 
Which has been for some time taught in the 
County Normal School, was to be introduced 
in the graded schools of the city and a Turn- 
UNE representative was instructed to ascer- 
tain the facts in the matterand to learn 
also something about the Delsartian system 
as Americanwed. Inquiries made at school 
headquarters in the city building were very 
nearly barren of results, save that it was 
learned that the innovation had not even been 
considered.

Mr. Cleveland’s Views on Journalism.

THE CZAR 18 TO BLAME. 


WILLIAM AT STETTIN. 
Influences Hostile to Germany Brought to 
Bear on the Russian Ruler—Evidence 
of the Friendship Between Germany 
and Austria—An Extension of Catholic 
Rights to Be Urged Upon the Reichs- 
tag—The Church and Socialism—Success

o’olock in the afternoon. They will remain 
there until Saturday. The program of the 
week’s proceedings published yesterday, has 
been eagerly scanned, to see it there is any 
chance ot a visit from the Czar. Military 
maneuvres and social entertainments will 
Mi every day except Thursday, for which 
day the Emperor's only engagement is an of- 
ficialdinner. There la no indication that a 
meeting of the Emperors 14 intended. 
Was it ever projected? is the question now 


discussed. The New Free Press, the North 


German Gazette, and other official papers seek 
to discredit the idea that any preparations 
were made to receive the Czar. But they 
cannot deny the fact that the Stettin authori- 
ties were warned to prepare for the recep- 
tion of a great foreign personage, who was 
popularly supposed to be the Uzar. That an 
interview was expected to take place be- 
tween Emperor William and the Czar is be- 
yond doubt, and its abandonment is attrib- 
uted in the highest circles to influences hos- 
tile to Germany which were brought to bear 
on the Czar after his arrival at 
Copenhagen. Prince Bismarck, finding 
that the Czar hesitated whether to 
meet Emperor William, decided to show no 
solicitude about the matter, and seized the 
occasion of the Emperor’s accident and his 
abandonment of the Königsberg jdurney to 
intimate a doubt whether the Emperor would 
be able to go to Stettin, and the projected in- 
terview must drop. The press and all parties 
concur in saying that Prince Bismarck went 
far enough toward humoring Russia. The 
North German Gazette hints that the approaches 
made to Prince Bismarck while he 
was at Kissingen, if met as the 
Czar desired, would have drawn Germany 
into a policy hostile to the Austrian 
alhance. The Vossische Zeitung states that 
Prince Bismarck favored the policy of Rus- 


sia as far as his friendship toward Austria 
permitted, but this did not satisfy the Czar, 
nor has it finally tended to more friendly re- 
lations between Germany and Russia. 
What the Czar desired was the active media- 
tion of Germany in the Bulgarian question 

Prince Bismarck to take the initiative, and 
pro European intervention under the 
shadow of the Berlin treaty to promote a 
settlements atisfactory to Russia. Prince 
Bismarck’s absolute refusal to either assume 
the initiative or to give Russia any advice 
regarding Bulgaria disappointed and irritat- 
ed the Czar, whose position is now 
rather worse than before an entente 
appeared probable. Instead of supporting, 
Prince Bismarck now appears inclined to 
thwart the Russian policy. A significant in- 
dication of his changed diplomaey is found in 
Germany’s answer to the Porte’s note re- 
garding Gen. Ernroth’s mission, which de- 
clares the necessity to regulate the B an 
question in strict conformity with the Berlin 
treaty, meaning that Gen. roth must not 
go to Bulgaria or Russia interfere in any way 
without the sanction of the Powers. 

Prince Bismarck went to Babelsberg yes- 
terday and had a long confereuce with the 
Emperor. He wiil return to Frederichsruhe 
Friday, where he will receive Count Kalnoky, 
the Austrian Prime Minister. The following 
week he will visit the Austrian statesman, 
and so set at rest rumors of any tendency to- 
ward a departure from his friendly policy in 
relation to Austria. 

In official circies it is believed that Prince 
Bismarck has fin decided to present a bill 
in the Reichstag increasing the duties on 
corn. Party demands supported by number- 
less petitions from all parts of the country 
will force the Government to introduce the 
bill, tho it iscertain to hamper the nego- 
tiations for a treaty of commerce with Aus- 
tria and lead to further protective measures 
in favor of other than interests. 

The coming session will, it is threatened, 
be made lively by a renewal of activity in the 
Centre party in favor of the extension of 
Catholic rights. Herr Windthorst, armed 
with a mandate from the Treves con 
will introduce a bill vesting the direction o 
Catholic schools and their entire control in 
the clergy. This movement on the part of 
the Clericals is a direct breach of the com- 
pact between Prince Bismarck and the Vati- 
can under which the Kulturkampf ceased. 
The intervention of the Pope may be in- 
voked to influence Herr Windthorst to drop 
the project, but the temper of the leaaers of 
the Centre party will not brook further 
submission to the behests of the Vatican 
and the bill is certain to be pushed an 
backed by the whole power of the Clericals 
of Germany. Nota single step towards con- 
cession will be taken by the Government, 
and Herr Windthorst’s action will be resent- 
ed by Prince Bismarck and fiercely opposed 
by majority of the House. e short 
truce between the Catholic Church and the 
State will soon terminate, forecasting inevit- 
able development of the program of the Cen- 
tre ty, which, it is certain, speedily ex- 
tending beyond the school control, will 
embrace the complete suppression of the 
veto of the State on ecclesiastical nomina- 
tions, the returt of the Jesuits, and the res- 
titution to the church of the administration 
of all charitable institutions now supervised 
by the State. 

The Catholic Social Congress at Liege was 
attended by several members of the Reichs- 
tag. Herr Wintrer, — * from Mulhouse, 
made an effective speech on the relations be- 
tween the church and socialism. Referrin 
to the Socialists Germany he declare 
the organization be increasing in 
numbers and stated that it now em- 
braced three million souls within the 
radious of its influence. To save society he 
said it was necessary to secure the coopera- 
tion of the church with the Government’s 
combined and regulated efforts to enlighten 
the masses as to the ruinous results of So- 
cialistic principles. Herr Woeste. another 
speaker, advocated practical reforms—the 
regulation of child and woman labor, com- 
—— workmen's assurance, the formation 
of syndicates of Christian workmen under 
the supervision of the church, and legisla- 
tion to limit the consumption of alcohol. 
All of which suggestions the con- 
gress approved. The German Socialists 
regard the proceedings of the congress 
with feelings of contempt. All the resolu- 
tions adopted by the congress ended with a 
declaration of the church’s supreme right to 
direct social reforms. The congress con- 
cluded by affirming that the principle of the 
temporal power of the Pope was necessary to 
the welfare of society. 

The Samoa incident reawakens the feeling 
that the English are too ready to thwart the 
extension of German commerce. Great Brit- 
ain has just concluded a treaty with the 
King of the Tonga Islands under which 
that monarch will cede nothing to a 
foreign Power without the assent of 
England. The treaty is an unpleasant sur- 
prise to Germany as the Tonga Islands have 
been considered a promising field for German 
enterprise. The Tageblatt, referring to the 
Samoa affair, asserts that is was known here 
for a long time that Malietoa has been secret- 
ly instigated by the American Consul to oust 
the German proprietors of plantations. The 
Vossische Zeitung maintains that the sole ob- 

ect of the German action was to punish 

alietoa for the robberies perpetrated against 
German colonists. The treaty with England 
and America will be maintained, but Malie- 
toa will not be restored. 

The French mobilizing experiment is 
watched closely and finds general approval 
among German military critics, who admit 
the general success of the operations, while 
finding fault with details. The Cologne 
Gazette says the main question, whether men, 
horses, and material could be in their places 
ata prescribed tame, was satisfactorily de- 
roel acm The concentration in the field of 
troops was also weil carried out. This suc- 
cess was, perhaps, due to special pre 
tions, but, whatever the cause, there 
denial the task was thoroughly done.

LAWYER MACDERMOT LOOKS HIGH. 


He Wants $20,000 as Damages from the 
First Regiment, 

Terence MacDermot, an attorney who was ad- 
judged insane by the County Court last January 
filed an extraordinary declaration yesterday in 
the Circuit Court against the First Regiment, E. 
B. Knox, F. B. Davis,C. R. E. Koch, and James 
M. Eddy, its officers, and the Rev. H. W. Thomas, 
its Chaplain.

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GUATEMALA’S STRUGGLES. 


THE LIBERAL GOVERNMENT SEEKING 


Arrival of Her Ambassador at Washington 
| Mexieo’s Opposition to the Present 
Regime a Source of Much Danger— 
Knights of Labor Prosecuted Under the 
Common Law for Boycotting—Church 
Authorities Declining to Talk About the 
enim of the Catholic University. 
ASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 10.— Special. ]— 
Guatemala has just sent a new — 8 
Washington. During the last two years that 
Republic bas had no diplomatic representa- 
tive here. When Gen. Barrios, the Presi- 
dent-Dictator, was killed in 1885 tne Liberal 
party went under for a whiie, and the desire 
of the Clericai-Reactionists for friendly re- 
lations with the United States was not suffi- 
ciently strong to cail for the maintenance of 
a mouthpiece at Washington. But now the 
Clericals have been hurled from power, the 
Liberals have come to the top again, and as 
the diplomatic representative of the new 
Liberal régime Sefior Francis Sainfeista has 
come to Washington. 

The matter he is most concerned about at 
present is to obtain what he calls the moral 
support of the United States to prevent the 
Mexican troops now massed on the frontier 
from breaking into Guatemala and overrun- 
ning it with violence, and to restore the 
finances and the credit of the country. 
“We have had,“ said he, “a popular revolu- 
tion in Guatemala. President Barillas has 
proclaimed himself dictator, has dissolved 
the Legislature, and called a constitutional 
convention to meet in October. So far all 
has been peaceful and bloodless, but 
the crucial period will be when 
that constitutional convention meets next 
month. The Republic is not yet out of dan- 
ger. The dictatorship was demanded by the 
people almost unanimously, and it has been 
recognized by the representatives of all the 
Governments except that of Mexico. The 
Mexican Government refuses to accept or ac- 
knowledge the dictator, has withdrawn its 
diplomatic representative from our Capital, 
ana is now concentrating Mexican troops on 
our frontier.

TWO ANTI-ANNEXATION ARGUMENTS DE- 
MOLISHED. 

Corporation-Counsel Green has knocked 
out one of the stock arguments of the anti- 
annexationists by his interpretation of the 
language of the building ordinance. He says 
that in the case of territory to be annexed 
hereafter, and in the case of Sec. 86 of 
Jefferson, annexed last spring, specific action 
by the Council is necessary to extend the fire 
limits so as to include them. Until action 
is taken the building ordinance of the munic- 
ipality from which these districts are de- 
tached will govern. The anti-annexationists 
in Lake View, Cicero, and Englewood have 
been predicting all kinds of disaster 
te the districts which it is proposed to attach 
to the city as the result of the prohibi- 
tion of frame buildings through the success 
of the annexation movement. Now it turns 
out that annexation will not make the slight- 
est changein this matter. Tobe sure, the 
City Council will have the power to extend 
the fire limits so as to include all or portions 
of the territory. But the Council will be 
governed in this by the wishes of the people 
of the respective districts. It is not likely 
that in the case of the Englewood or Cigero 
district there will be any change from exist- 
ing regulations, and in the case of Lake 
View the fire limits will only be extended to 
include the lake shore section on the request 
ofthe residents and property-owners. At 
any rate the fire limits bugaboo of the anti- 
annexationists is effectually demolished.

SECULAR AND RELIGIOUS SCHOOLS. 
Some of the speakers at the recent conven- 
tion of the German Roman Catholic Union 
in Chicago took a decided stand against the 
educatuon of Roman Catholic children in the 
public schools. The assumption made by 
the principal advocates of religious educa- 
tion, that secular education is injurious 
to the youthful mind, is not sustained by 
fact. So far as the spiritual life of 
the child goes a secular education is 
purely negative. It neither affirms.’ nor 
denies anything in regard to religion. It 
leaves the mintl of the child a blank page, 
upon which the religious teacher in the dis- 
charge of his duties at the proper time can 
write such characters as he chooses w in- 
scribe. The proper sphere for the teaching 
of religious doctrine to children is the home 
or the Sunday-school. If there is special rea- 
son why a child should be taught more than 
the average in regard to religious truths or 
beliefs he ought properly to be turned over to 
a priest ora minister for instruction out of 
school hours in the dogmas which it is de- 
sired he shall embrace.

They are allowed 
to drink, smoke, idle, and gamble, They are 
not made to obey rules of morality and too 
often the parental example does not even in- 
culcate respect. Rather than take the trouble 
of ruling and guiding them itis considered 
that they will be more manly and self-reliant 
if left t themselves at a time in life 
when ther minds are weak and 
temptations are overwhelming and lie in 
wait for them on every hand. The result is 
that the boy goes to the bad just as surely, if 
not so quickly, as the girl. Human nature 
needs no prompting in taking to bad habits 
and associations. Smoking, swearing, drink- 
ing, gambling, specplating, embezzling, steal- 
ing, and yagabondizing follow each other 
very rapidly until at last comes fhght or the 
penitentiary, and the boy is a wreck for life. 
The girl’s career is ended at a stroke, and, 
not having such lenient treatment from so- 
ciety as the boy, hope dies at once and she 
enters upon a life either of cunning advent- 
ure or open shame. 

The responsibility for this lies, as we have 
said, in the weakness or utter indifference to 
family government in the home, and, unless 
some reform is introduced in the social econ- 
omy and there isachange in domestic hab- 
its, this already fearful degradation of youth 
will rapidly increase and reach appalling di- 
mensions. It is the fathers and mothers of 
these children who are providing the tempta- 
tions for them. It is so-called society,“ al- 
ready vitiated by dry rot itself, which invites 
them to their ruin. If a halt is not called be- 
fore long and a stand is not made by parents 
themselves in behalf of their chiidren; if the 
heads of families do not assume responsibility 
and control and maintain obedience, them- 
selves setting the example for children to 
follow. American society is as surely doomed 
to decay and ruin as was the Roman society 
ofold. There are those who still preserve 
the sentiment and traditions of the suprem- 
acy of parental authority and exercise it, but 
they are looked upon as old fogies.

Nothing can be more absurd than the cry of 
the anti-annexationists that the extension of the

‘foundation whatever for it. It is a bugbear raised 
inthe vivid imagination of parties who have 
taken no pains to mvestigate the subject. Far 
from its requiring an ordinance or any legisla-

There is no doubt of the power of the 
The Cities and Vil- 
lages act empowers City Councils 


To license, regulate, and prohibit the selling 
or giving away of ef intoxicating, malt, vinous, 
mixed, or fermen liquor, . . and to de- 
termine the amount to paid for such license. 


Now, if the City Council can prohibit the 
sale in the whole city it can prohibit it in a 
part thereof. It is unquestionable that in 
certain localities there is a strong demand 
for prohibition, and there is no good reason 
why it should not be enforced there in ac- 
cordance with that home-rule principle which 
pervades our laws. So it may turn out yet 
that annexation, instead of doing away with 
prohibited districts in the suburbs, as the 
croakers claim, will have the effect’ of 
strengthening an already formidable move- 
ment in favor of prohibition districts in Chi- 
cago. 


MRS. CLEVELAND’S ETIQUET LESSON. 

Mrs. Clevelana’s letter to Mayor Hewitt 
and the New York Board of Aldermen, de- 
clining their invitation to go to that city and 
distribute flags to be awarded to the fire de- 
partment, has created a most amusing dis- 
comfiture among these gentlemen. Mrs. 
Cleveland’s reply was unmistakably signifi- 
cant. It went mght to the point aad had no 
postscmpt. She writes: “I hope, however, 
‘that I shali not be misunderstood when I 
“base my declination of your kind invita- 
“tion upon my unwillingness to assume that 
J. as the wife of the President, ought to 
„ participate so prominently in a public cere- 
“mony in which he took no part.“ It is al- 
most needless to say that she was not misun- 
derstood. Her letter fell into the municipal 
camp like a social bombshell and threw 
the heedless or ignorant violators of etiquet 
into dire confusion. Some of them acknowl- 
edged at once that it was an obvious dis- 
courtesy to ask Mrs. Cleveland without her 
husband, and that she showed a wifely spirit 
in refusing to come. . Uthers, however, con- 
tended that it was proper for her to come 
alone if she wished, and to invite her alone, 
and that the President should have taken it 
as a matter of course that the invitation in- 
cluded him, and that he should have come 
along. Probably if the real truth of the 
matter were known it would be found that 
the committee confined the invitation to Mrs. 
Cleveland because they knew that Mr. 
Cleveland would promptly decline, and that 
would have spoiled the whole affair. He has 
had one experience with flags and has sworn 
off for good. He doesn’t hike flags and he 
doesn’t like to have them mentioned. He is in 
favor of sending all flags back and having 
them put out of the way. He doesn’t want 
them round. They are dangerous things.

Parents cannot afford 
in these days of business activity to have 
their children surrender any part of their 
school time to fruitless discussions or ancient 
controversies. The competition for success 
in life is becoming flercer every day. School 
days for most of the children are too short. 
None of the time can be used without loss 
in studies that have no practical value. 
The home is the piace tor ecclesiastical 
teaching, and the school should be occupied 
with the consideration of questions that are 
likely to arise in every-day affairs. 

The public school is or ought to be an in- 
stitution with a direct view to the immedi- 
ate material welfare of the pupils who at- 
tend it. On no other grounds can the sup- 
port of the public schools by the Government 
be justafied. The public-school system was 
not founded to promote the diffusion of 
dogmas nor to uphold sectarian differences, 
but to cultivate in the rising generation 
a better knowledge of the principles of our 
Government and to fit them, as far as possi- 
ble, to become good and useful citizens, and 
in so doing to help toward their individual 
success in life. Hence the public schools, 
if they are to fulfill the mission for which 
they were established, must be confined 
strictly to instruction in the secular branches. 
Even if there were propriety in undertaking 
more at the common expense, there is not 
time in the public schools for anything but 
secular study. Every hour devoted to cram- 
ming in dogma is an hour lost in gaining a 
knowledge of the tools that emancipate men 
from the groveling ranks of the illiterate and 
helpless ignorant. Secular knowledge is power 
in the contests of life.

RESPONSIBILITY OF THE HOME. 

A few days ago a reputable Missouri family 
allowed their 16-year-old daughter to travel 
alone for a pleasure visit to Leavenworth. 
On the cars she fell in with a drummer with 
whom she had had some slight acquaintance. 
The result of the encounter was that the drum- 
mer took her to a hotel in Omaha as his wife, 
and she was of course ruined and deserted. 
Last week a girl only 14 years of age, who 
had been allowed to keep the company of a 
man in Chattanooga, who was known to have 
a wife and children, and who travels under 
aliases, disappeared with the scoundrel, and 
of course she has been ruined. The daily 
press teems with occurrences of this kind. 
There is notaday that social disasters of 
this kind do not happen, and the reader 
probably lays the fault at the doors of the 
victims, and scores them for their folly or 
indignantly inveighs against the villany of 
their seducers. 

A little closer investigation and more ac- 


curate judgment in cases of this kind would 


locate the responsibility where it properly 
belongs—in the home. What other results 
can be expected when the present latitude 
allowed to young girls, as weill as to young 
boys, and the absence of any restraint upon 
their, hours, their company, and their goings 
and comings are considered. The real fauit 
does not lie with them, but with their parents. 
Severely as we may condemn the heartless 
wretches who plot against them and lead 
them into ruin, those who allow them their 
so-called freedom and give no thougnt or care 
to those with whom they associate are equally 
to blame and just as severely to be con- 
demned. It is to the almost utter absence of

Lake View's taxes last year amounted to 
$8.15 per $100 valuation. Chicago’s tax did not 
average $5.50 on the $100. Lake View’s taxes 
will go on increasing from year to year in 
order to support its new and expensive City 
Government. It will be greater this year 
than last, and greater still next year, and 
there will be hardly anything to show for it. 
Hanchett says they have water, gas, and 
sewers, “‘ and every thing else the city has 
got.” Yes, they have sewers in patches, 
and water which is so bad that the physi- 
cians at the Marine Hospital will not permit 
their patients to use it. And they have not 
even this bad water the whole year round. 
During any prolonged spell of cold 
weather the lake inlet to their so-called 
water-works is clogged by the drift-ice 
and there are periodical appeals to Chicago 
for relief. The water supply will become 
more and more impure each year as the pop- 
ulation increases ana as the flow of the sew- 
ers into the lake near their intake grows. 
Admittedly, their police and fire depart- 
ments are inferior. Even Officeholder Han- 
chett has not the temerity to say otherwise. 

In point of fact, wherever one finds an 
anti-annexationist in Lake View he happens 
upon an Officeholder or the uncle, the cousin, 
or the aunt of one. Take the case of Mr. 
Hanchett. Though he does not live in the ter- 
ritory which it is proposed to annex, he ob- 
jects to annexation for officeholding reasons. 
He is School Treasurer of the township, gets 
a handsome salary (it was $1,200 last year), 
and besides he has a handsome balance of 
school money at his banker’s drawing inter- 
est for him. He handles $200,000 school 
money every year. Of course he objects to 
the loss of his salary and most of his inter- 
est. So do all the pap-suckers of the new 
city, from constablé up to Mayor. Those of- 
ficeholders are numerous and well organized, 
being bound together by ties of common in- 
terests.. They wili make a vigorous and des- 
perate effort to keep the northern suburb 
under the existing form of government. 

The advocates of annexation in order 
to succeed should organize without delay. 
It will not do to trust to public sentiment. 
Special care must be taken in reference 
to the printing of tickets. There are 
some very “fine workers among the anti- 
annexationists. The officeholders will be re- 
inforeed jn their fight by the contractors 
and will doubtless have & good campaign 
fund. The honest non-officeholding citizens 
must take effective measures to expose the 
false statements and shallow arguments of 
the ringsters. There should be an active 
agitation on the whole subject until election- 
day. It is in the interest of the people of the 
section referred to in the petition to be 
within the City of Chicago.

The fire limits were 
distinctly specified by an ordinance of 1881, and 
annexation will not vary them one inch. 

Corporation-Counsel Green was asked yester- 
day for an opinion on this subject. He said the 
law could not be more clear or explicit on that 
point, inasmuch ag the ordinance stated express- 
ly that the fire limits were the existing city lim- 
its and that the former could not be éxtended 
without a special enactment designed to so ex- 
tend them. The ordinance in question is as fol- 
lows, brief but to the point: “The fire limits of 
the City of Chicago shall be co-extensive with 
the corporate limits of said city as now defined 
by law.“ This ogdinance was passed in 1881, and 
the corporate limits of Chicago were then defined 
by law. They were the same as now with the 
exception of that part of Jefferson since an- 
nexed. The fire limits do not include that, al- 
though the city limits do. 


Senator Sawyer’s Views on Taxation. 


PITTSBURG, Pa. Sept. United States Sen- 
ator Sawyer of Wisconsin is in the city today. 
He says that the time has come for a radical re- 
duction of internal revenue taxes. He favors the 
total abolition of the tax on tobacco. 

Has not the time also come for a radical reduc- 
tion in the tax on lumber? Is there not more ne- 
cessity for a radical reduction in the tax on 
clothing, and bedding, and furniture, crockery, 
and kitchen utensils than on tobacco! Why 
is there ‘stich urgency for a total 
abolition of a tax on  tobacco—a dele- 
terious luxury—while the enormous taxes 
on the prime necessities of life remain with all 
their oppressive weight on the people? Senator 
Sawyer is considered a man of good sense. Let 
him look around a little and see whether there 
are not other taxes than that on tobacco which 
first needs reduction and abolition. We would 
call his attention to the following item from the 
Boston Herald;

Some of the Commissioners Want to Abol- 
ish It—A Plau te Get Better Jurors. 

The County Board not long ago fixed the 
salaries of all employés in the county except 
the abstract department of the Recorder’s 
office. During the last week the Recorder 
has been busy trying to prevail upon the 
members of the board to fix salaries, and the 


possibilities are that instead the department 
will be wiped out and the records leased out 
for a term of years. | 

Sept. 3 Mr. Scribner sent a communication 
to President Aldrich, asking that the salaries 
be increased. The present pay-roll foots u 
twelve men, receiving $14,640. The pay-ro 
as Mr. Scribner thinks it should be, is twelve 
men, $15,390. 

When the Committee on Finance took up 
the matter yesterday Messrs. Stewart and 
Hemmelgarn said they believed the abstract 
department was not necessary to the county. 
Mr. Stewart visited County-Attorney Bliss 
and asked him if there was anything in the 
law compelling the board to maintain the ab- 
stract department. Mr. Bliss said there was 
not; it was in the hands of the board.

moneys of the bank lost in oil transactions 
during the years 1888 and 1884, has just com- 

le his report. The assignee charged that 

e defendants unlawfully and repeatedly 
drew from the bank sums of money ga- 
ting nearly $1,000,000 for the purpose of mak- 
ing a corner in oil, which was illegal.

MONETARY. 


There was one day of unusually large transac- 
tions at the Chicago Clearing-House during the 
week Monday the 4th—but the preceding week's 
tranéactions were more affected by the monthly 
settlements than the week just closed. There 
was a slight falling off in the total of the clear- 
ings last week, though they were well ahead of 
the aggregate for the corresponding period of 
1886. There appears to be a steady gain in busi- 
ness operations. The fall trade is under way, 
the demand for merchandise is large, collections 
moderately easy, and the promise of the future 
satisfactory. 

The reports of the bankers as tothe condition 
of the money market are about as they have 
been all through the week. Confirmation of 
their statements as to the large demand is found 
in the offices of the note-brokers and in the busi- 
ness of street brokers, who do more or less in 
the handling of mercantile paper. For ordinary 
business paper 6 per cent is a low rate, and many 
a man of good credit is glad to get time funds on 
that percentage. Some ofthe best houses in the 
city are borrowing at 7 per cent, and here and 
there a loan is made to concerns at 8. But the 
market has a pretty wide range. The 5 per cent 
funds are not all outof sight yet. Balances are 
placed on quick call at that figure. If, however, 
there were any considerable number of people 
who wanted call loans, tne supply would soon be 
taken up. 

The movement of curren to the country is 
still moderate, Eastern exchange sold in large 

vantities Saturday at 50c discount, most of the 
demand being from the city banks, Foreign ex- 
change was quiet and steady. 

The weakness in the local security market was 
more evident than ever. Consumers’ Gas 5s sold 
at the lowest price A $1,000 bond went at 
87, then 86%, 86%. and 87 were successively paid for 
$1,000, and finally 62. 000 sold at 8%. It is claimed 
that there are not many of these bonds for 
sale, and yet every time they come out they go at 
a lower price. This looks rather strange in view 
of the certainty that the interest can be paid, 
leaving a handsome surplus for other 1 
and the further fact that are held by some 
of the best men in the city, men who would 
not look at a railroad stock or a Gas Trust cer- 
tificate. The Gas Trusts held their own remark- 
ably well. On the exchange 20 shares chan 
hands at 45% seller thirty and 20 at 45% regular. 
One fifty-share lot sold * at 46 early in the 
day. Later the n id for large lots were re- 
ported at 44% to 45%. There is a dispo- 
sition among some of the stock specu- 
lators to sell these securities short, but 
their brokers have told them that the certificates 
cannot be borrowed, Trading on sellers’ options 
of course places the seller at a disadvantage, be- 
cause everybody knows just what he is doing, 
and very few operators will sell on such an ar- 
rangement. Brokers near to the insiders of the 
trust say thatif there is really a demand for 
stock they will see that short sellers have the 
opportunity to borrow. It would be in some re- 
spects a decided advantage to holders to have 
speculative trading in the certificates. At the 
present time neither buyer nor seller knows what 
the market is..

ber 1 jury. Perjury was the rock on 
which cunning Joe Mackin split, and the pen- 
alty is no laughing matter, as will be seen 
from the following extract from the statute: 

Sc. 281. Every person having taken a lawful 
oath or made affirmation in any judicial pro- 

or in any other matter where by law an 
oath or affirmation 1s required, who shall swear 
or amrm willfully. corruptly, and falsely in a 
matter material to the issue oF point in question, 
or shali suborn any other person to swear or af- 
firm as aforesaid, shali be deemed guilty of per- 
jury or subornation of perjury (as the case may 

), and shall be imprisoned in the penitentiary 
not less than one year nor more than fourteen 


years. 

Nor is the prospect of conviction under the 
conspiracy indictment particularly pleasing, 
though the punishment is less severe. The 
statute says: : 


Sc. 78. If — Sag or more persons conspire 
and agree together with the fraudulent or ma- 
licious intent wrongfully and wickedly to injure 
person, character, business, or property of 
anotber, or to obtain money or other property 
ny false pretenses, . or to any 
il ogal act, injurious to the public trade, 
heaith, morais, police, or administration 
ublic justice. or to prevent competition in the 
of any contract by the State or the au- 
ri of any county, city, town, or village, or 
to induce any person not to enter into such com- 
tition, or to commit any felony. they shall be 
eemed guilty of a conspiracy; and every such 
offender, and every person convicted of conspira- 
cy at common law, shall be imprisoned in the 
penitentiary not exceeding three years or fined 
not ex $1,000. 

Aiding and abetting in the escape of a 
prisoner is also rather a serious offense in 
the eye of the law, as may be seen from the 
following section : 

Sec. 129. Whoever aids or assists a prisoner in 
escaping or attempting to escape from an officer 
or person who has the lawful custody of such 
prisoner shall be confined in the county jeil not 
exceeding one year or fined not exceeding 00.

Cardinal Gibbons Denies that He Sup- 
pressed Dr. Kurtsell’s Commanication. 
BaLtTimore, Md., Sept. 10.—Cardinal Gib 

bons authorizes the following statement in 

reference to his connection with the McGlynn 
case. Shortly after his arrival in Rome in 

February last Cardinal Gibbons in an audi- 

ence with the Holy Father was requested by 

his Holiness toask Dr. McGlynn to come to

The ring which develops the greatest 
strength will naturally control the next State 
convention, and as that convention will se- 
lect delegates to the next National Democrat- 
ic Convention, one phase of the struggle is for 
the Nationa! delegates. Success here will 
doubiess carry with it the control of the Fed- 
eral patronare in Illinois, provided the Dem- 
ocratic Presidential nominee is elected, and 
that in reality is the secret of the bitter con- 
test now going on.

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EXPULSION OF A ROTHSCHILD. 


fle Refused an Archduke’s Request and 
Had to Leave Vienna. 
Loxpow, Sept. 10.—fNew York World Ca- 
ble.}—The German as well as the Austrian 
press has preserved a most eloquent silence 
ing the expulsion of Baron Nathaniel 
Rothschild. The Baron is a great horticult- 
urist and a great florist, and in all his villas 
and castles carries on the culture of rare 
exotic plants upon a very costly scale. The 
Archduke Karl Ludwig, the Emperor's broth- 
er, visited one of the Baron’s gardens during 
the absence of the owner in order to get a 
glimpse of some of his rare plants. The 
Archduke is the foremost patron: of art and 
science in the Empire and a greut favorit 
with cultivated classes and people. Buron 
Rothschild had given orders t no one 
should be allowed to inspect his forcin 
houses during his absence, but the h 
gardener conceived tnat the order could 
not extend to so important à person 4s 
Cesar 's brother, and so admitted the Arch- 
duke When the Baron heard that his 
erder had been violated he at once 
dismissed the head gardener. The Archduke 
wrote to the Baron, begging him to revoke 
the dismissal. The great monetary prince, 
however, would not grant the petition of the 
imperial Prince. The municipality of Vienna 
were indignant at the rudeness of the Jew to 
the most popular and liberal member of the 
imperial family, and gave the Baton to under- 
stand that he must either concede the Arch- 
duke’s request or forfeit his own citizenship. 
The Baron chose the latter alternative, and 
has voluntarily ceased to be an Austrian. 
He nas thus been indirectly expelled by the 
democratic voice. 


RECRUITING GERMAN SOLDIERS. 


An Authoritative Explanation of the New 
York Consul’s Action. 

Loxpon, Sept. 10.—[New York World Ca- 
ble.jJ—The Berlin correspondent of the 
Standard says the telegram recently pub- 
hshed in the Standard on German recruiting 
in New York is regarded as doing less than 
justice to Germany in the matter. There is 
no anology, it is contended, between what 
takes piace now in German Consulates and 
the circumstances which led to the recall of 
the British Minister in 1855. All young men 
who are German subjects are bound by the 
law of compulsory or universal military 
service, and there being many of them 
abroad, it has been found that the old

the army en much unnecessary expense 
and suffering in many cases. order, 
therefore, to spare the pockets of the re- 
cruits the German Government some time

The Consuis 
have rothing further to do but to see that 
the examination is carried out by competent 
medical men. They are in no way responsi- 
ble for the action of the recruits after the 
examination is over. 

It is contended here that in all this the Ger- 
man authorities are actung strictly within 
their rights under the law of nations.

The Commercial Company and the Effect 
of Its Redaction. 

Lexpox, Sept. 10.—jNew York World 
Cable.|—Much interest 1s manifested here 
by merchants over the action of the Com- 
mercial Cable Company in reducing its tariff 
from 25 to 12 cents aword. Nothing but 
praise is heara for the pluck and enterprise 
of the independent company, as still further 
cutting would be simply suicidal. Gould 
and the pooled companies have taken no 
action in the matter, except, as is stated 
on very authority, that they hope t o ob- 
tain control of cabiing tocitiesin the West 
by delivering all cable messages without pay- 
ment of domestic tolls to every city west of 
the Alleghenies. This plan has been in opera- 
tion to advantage in Chicago. This morning 
the General Manager of the Commercial Com- 
pany here said: This reduction means that 
our cable is getting to be a big. boy now, and 
quite capable to hold its own against the com- 
bined cables, asking no odds or fayors of 
anybody. At the shilling a word rate 
we have been supported by the 
sympathy of small merchants who hate mo- 
nopolies and by large cablers, to whose great 
advantage itisto keep going an opposition 
cable company and so prevent a combination 
and return to the old three-shilling rate. 
We expect to have more business than we 
can attend to now. The reduction goes into 
force Sept. 15. Should our business overtax 
the 2 of our cables we will favor the 
French cable with our surplusage. The

HOW THE CxINESE GET IN. 


Virtually Aided by the Legal Machinery of 
the United States. ; 

San Francisco, Cal, Sept. 10.—[ Special.] 
—The landing of thirty trunks belonging to 
Count Mitkiewicz and Ma Kien Chang with- 
out inspection by the custom-house officers is 
causing trouble in the custom-house here, the 
charge having been made that the trunks 
were on the manifestof the steamer and con- 
tained valuable silks. Collector Hager has 
thrown the responsibility on Surveyor Tin- 
nin, who passed the trunks on being informed 
that they were the personal effects of the 
distinguished visitors.

GOV. FORAKER ADDRESSES A GREAT 
_ AUDIENCE IN NOBLE COUNTY. 


Thousands of People Gather to Listen to 
His Speech—An Arraignment of the 
Democratic Party in the State and Na- 
tion—An Alleged Letter from Cleveland 
to a St. Paul Man—The Kentucky Labor 
Party Holding Conventions—Other Po- 
litical News. 

CaLpwELt, O,, Sept. 10.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Foraker arrived in Caldwell at 11 o’clock to- 
day and was received at the depot by the 
Noble County Foraker Club, 200 strong, and 
escorted to the Exchange Hotel, where he 
rested until the appointed hour for his speech. 
From every hill, through every valley, and 
on every train arrived throngs of people who 
began to gagher at early noon and continued 
to do so until not less than 7,000 people gath- 
ered and greeted the Governor as he ap 
peared on the grand-stand. Upon the grand- 
stand were numerous candidates for various 
offices and many eminent Republicans. The 
people of Noble County had spared no 
pains or mopey in preparing to receive 
their guests, and at least one-half of 
those present were seated and in the shade. 


Many banners were displayed. On some 
were inscribed: “No 1 Flags Will Be 
Surrendered While I Am Governor,” with 
Foraker standing erect with a bulidog re- 
volver in his hand, and Grover at his back on 
a pedestal seeking mercy at his hands. After 

reliminaries the Chairman introduced Gov. 

oraker. Gov. Foraker was received with 
rousing applause and cheers, and all through 
his speech he was compelled to stop while 
the throng cheered and expres ir ap- 
proval of every utterance in his speech. For 
an hour and a half he entertained his audience, 
and his speech, full of interest, enthusiasm, 
and facts, would have held all for doubie the 
length of time. It wasa opening of 
the campaign in a town of 2,000, where sev- 
eral successful campaigns have been opened. 

Gov. Foraker’s address was to a consider- 
able extent an answer to the speech of his 
competitor, Mr. Powell. He first alluded to 
the matter of State finances, claiming that 
his Administration began with 6000, 000 less 
in the Treasury than the preceding Adminis- 
tration of Gov. Hoadly, yet, by proper man- 
agement, the — Administration has not 
only met all obligations but has increased 
the revenue by causing an increase of the 
valuation, of property for taxation, and has 
reduced the annual interest charges by 
$87,200. He referred in caustic terms to the 
election frauds during the previous Adminis- 
tration in Columbus and Cincinnati and to 
the election of Senator Payne as showing 
the tendency of that Administration to meth- 
ods that were hurtful to the State, and 
claimed that under this Administration some 
of the perpetrators of these frauds had been 
punished and that election laws have been 
passed which rendered their repetition well 
nigh impossible. Continuing upon State af- 
f he cited the establishment of a soldiers’ 
and sailors’ home as an instance of fair 
dealing with that deserving class 
the soldiers of the latewar. Turning to 
National politics, which he said became im- 

rtant because this campaign in Ohio would 

ave a bearing upon the campaign of next 
year, he said the reasons become stronger 
why the Republican party should prevail in 
this contest. Referring to Mr. Powell's sug- 
tion that the Republican State Executive 
mmittee had been organized with the pur-

MISS DODGE NOT INDICTED. 


The Grand Jury by a Vote of 18 to 8 Re- 
fuses to Bring in a Bill. 

Morris, III., Sept. 10.— [Special. There 
is much speculation as to the view the grand 
jury took in the matter of the indictment of 
Sarah Dodge, charged with the murder of 
‘Babcock. The failure of the grand jury to 
bring in an indictmentis the absorbing topic.

The grand jury 
stood five for an indictment and eighteen 
against. The evidence was the same as re- 
ported, except that the Braidwood hardware 
man who solda revolver to a woman and who 
before refused to give her name, testified 
that the revolver he sold was of a different 
pattern from the one with which Babecck 
was shot.

HOW IT STARTED, AND WHAT Ir 18

The Efforts of the Old Indian Trader to Get 
Hold of Fort Dearborn Reservation— 
His Trials in the State and Federal 
Courte—Unsuccessfal Appeals to Con- 
gress, Which Gave Him Only a. Mere 
Fract.on of What He Claimed. 

The court record of the daily papers had 


the announcement yesterday that Catherine 
L. Beaubien and others had begun suit 
against the Illinois Central Railroad and the 


City of Chicago to recover the possession of 


land. The property sought to be recovered 
is a portion of the lake and river point, and 
‘the suitis a revival of the old Beaubien 


claim which has figured for years in the 
history of Chicago. Jean Baptiste Beaubien 
came to Chicago in 1812, and owned and cul- 
tivated a farm in connection with 


his Indian trading store at a point 
south of the site of old Fort Dearborn. 
The fort was evacuated in 1523, and shortly 
after the Beaubien claim had its rise. The 
old settier, who had become a Colonel of mil- 
itia, filed two preémption claims for the land 
upon which he resided, and both of them 
were thrown out. Not discouraged, howev- 
er, he at length succeeded in making an en- 
try of the land in United States Land Office 
in 1885 which covered a fractional quarter of 
Section 10, in Fort Dearborn Addition. Un- 
der this entry he became the purchaser of 
about seventy-five acres of land in what was 
then known as the Fort Dearborn Reservation, 
the price being the enormous sum of $94.61. 
Mr. Beaubien transferred a portion of this 


land to Murray McConnell, a leading lawyer 
at the J ackechville, III., bar, during the fol- 
lowing year, and that tleman found that 
the Government property and buildings were 
upon the land described in his title, and he at 
once began a suit of ejectment against Col. 
De Lafayette Wilcox, who had a of the 
United States property. This suit, begun in 
the Cook County Circuit Court, became 
known to the common folk as the Beaubien 
claim,” although its real title was “John 
Jackson ex. dem. Murray McConnell vs. De 
Lafayette Wilcox.” The land involved is 
now Known as tne Fort Dearborn Addition. 

In pushing this quit the attorneys for Mo- 
Connell and Beaubien waived all rights that 
might have arisen prior to 1817, and based 
their title upon the purchase by the latter 
from John Dean, an army contractor and sut- 
ler. of a certain house and tract of land near 
the fort, for which it was asserted $1,000 had 
been paid. Then it was shown that in 1822 
the United States Government closed out its 
business in Chicago,-they called it a facto- 
ry ’—ana in the course of the following year 
sold the buildings to one William Whiting, 
he in turn selling to the American Fur 
Company. Mr. Beaubien bought the 

lace of that corporation for „ and moved 
— it as a residence, thus coming into pos- 
session of all there was in that fractional 
quarter sectic", r the land surrounded 
by the walls of the old fort, which was still 
held by the United States. But the compli- 
cation was that in 1824 the Commissioner of 
the General Land Office, upon the uest of 
the War De nt, had dedicated 10 
entire to military purposes, and yet the heirs 
of John Kinzie succeeded in 1 in having 
allowed to them a preémption of that portion 
of the section which was north of the river, 
and Beaubien secured the pers south of the 
river after two failures, claim bearing 
date of June 1835. 

The first ! review of the claim was the 
decision of Cook County Circuit Court, 
Judge Thomas Ford presiding, in the McCon- 
neli ejectment suit, wherein it was held that 
Beaubien’s claim to the land was legal in 
every respect, but that he could not establish 
it as against the Government by means of an

Nxwronr. R. I., Sept. 9.—The Newport News 
of this evening created quite a sensation by 
printing the following editorial: 

It is published in many newspapers that Mrs. 
Paran Stevens will reside in Newport nofmore 
because of newspaper criticism on the Duke of 
Mariborough and rself as his host. This 
sounds very funny, and the story is probably the 
invention of some reporter who feels that he is 
nothing if not sensational. If Mrs. Stevens were 
to leave Newport on this account where could 
she go? Certainly not to New York, for the 
newspapers of t city have had most to say 
on the subject of which she compiains. Boston 
would not be congenial, and the distant cities of 
Chicago and other portions of the West have al- 
most without exception taken up the charges and 
repeated them from time to time.

MATTERS OF MUSIC. 


Chicago to Have a Permanent Symphony 
Orchestra. 

Chicago is at last likely to possess a per- 
manent symphony orchestra. Numerous at- 
tempts to establish a home orchestra have 
been made in the past, but these have, 
from one cause or another, deen uni- 
formly unsuccessful. The last move in 
this direction (until the present one) 
was the formation of a Philharmonic 
Society among our resident orchestral 
players. This was established upon a sound 
basis, being modeled to some extent at least 
after the New York Philharmonic. But early 
in its career adifficulty was encountered in 
the selection ofa director. While there are 
in this city several conductors of more or 
less experience, it — doubtful whether 
any one of them could co d the support, 
implicit confidence, and oBedience of the 
musicians absolutely necessary to insure a 
successful issue to the undertaking. To thia 
cause is probably due the delay in maturing 
and carrying out the _ society’s plans. 
ln pursuance of an arrangement entered into 
some months since with Ars. Marshall Field 
and others, Mr. Ernst Catenhusen, who so 
successfully directed the great German Siang- 
erfest of 1886, has located in Chi and 
will proceed at once to the task of building up 
a local orchestra. Mr. Catenhusen has had 
twenty-five years’ experience as an orchestral 
conductor in Europe and this country,is a 
man of broad musical culture and schol- 

attainments, familiar with all the 
nical details of musical composition, be- 
sides being intimately acquainted wi a 
wide range of orchestral ana other musical 
literature. He will be sure of the best wishes 
as he should be of the financial support of 
those who are interested in the musica: prog- 
ress of the city. Mr. Catenhusen annonces 
his intention to devote a portion of of 
his programs to native works. 


A Festival of American Composers. 

The most important undertaking entered 
into thus far in behalf of American music 1s 
that just announced by Mr. Frank van der 
Stucken, who will hold a festival ot Ameri- 
can composers at Chickering Hall, New 
York, during the week of Nov. 14 
19. Five concerts will be given, the 
programs of which will be devoted 
entirely to the compositions of na- 
tive writers. Twoof the concerts are set 


apart for chamber music, the other three en- 
listing the services of the Chickering sym- 
phony orchestra, of which Mr. Van der 
Stucken is director.

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Learning How to Play the Piano. 

The following communication, an amusing 
bit of sarcasm on certain ways of teaching 
and playing the pianoforte, will no doubt be 
read with interest: 

There is no great difficulty in learning to read. 


First, learn how to pronounce each word in the- 


sentence so that it will not be mistaken for any 
other word; then say all the words off in order, 
one after the other, at first slowly, then gradual- 
ly faster and faster—as fast as you cun without 
leaving any out. At least. do not leave out any 
of the big words. The loss of a small word now 
and then and the clipping of a final syllable 
like puddin',“ for pudding. is to be expected. 
Only critical persons will notice such trifies. This 
is the complete and easy art of learning to read. 
Some teachers talk about articulation, accent, 
inflection, expression, quality of voice, such as 
strong, clear, natural, or feeble. husky, affected, 
nasal, etc., but these are mostly apy ty fel- 
lows, who put on style and make a living that 
way. It may be worth while to pay them a few 
dollars and take a lesson or two, but I do not ad- 
vise it. If there is anything in these notions it 
will come to you in time if you have areal talent 
wd reading, and if you have not you don't want 
em. 

Learning the pianoforte is another thing over 
which some ple make hard work, but it is 
simple eno First learn to strike the notes 
in your piece ot music without any mistake—that 
is, do not play C for D nor A for Be as care- 
ful as you can about this; then get right down to 
work; hit them one after the other in their regu- 
lar order, gradually faster and faster, as fast as 
you can without leaving any out. There 1s a 
marked difference between half-notes and six- 
teenths, which you will notice. If you can. count 
time and observe the rests, and do not forget the 

al, for whatsoever thy hand findeth to do, do 
t with thy might—an excellent saying, which 
many players apply to the foot also. This is the 
complete art of learning to play the piano, and it 
takes only from six months to a year, according 
to the ignorance of your teacher, to require such 
execution as will astonish your most sanguine 
friends. If your pla is not always appreci- 
ated as you would like, console yourself, as other 
players do, with the thought that there are peo- 
ple who have no ear. 

You will hear a good deal said about an agree- 
able tone and a correct touch. Do not be dis- 
turbed. What have you to do with the tone? It 
is plain that is the piano-maker's business. And 
as to correct touch, there is, of course, only one 
kind of touch—anybody can see that. Hit the 
right key and you have the correct touch. Some 
teachers never cease talking about what they 
call the “ legato touch.“ byt there is much doubt 
about there be any sucn thing; at least 9% per 
cent of players know nothing of it except by 
hearsay. and the very best teachers acknowledge 
that at best it takes years of steady work to learn 
what it is. Like many other novelties, such as 
* pearly touch,” singing tone.“ * shading phras- 

.”’ accent. expression, crescendo, diminuenvo, 
sforzando, ritenuto, rallentando—these are most- 
ly foreign importations, as you see. We Ameri- 
cans have very little use for them, If there is 
anything in them we always “catch on” to them 
in course of time naturally, if we have an ear 
for music, and if we have no car we could not 
get them anyway. 

But the best way for you is to stick to the nat- 
ural touch; at least thatis my advice. If you 
want a foreign name for it, call it staccato; that 
comes as near to it as anything; and as a means 
of cultivating the ear and rs to a staccato 
habit, you might make it a rule to repeat to 

ourself several times before each lesson the

THE FORTY PHILADELPHIA THIEVES. 


Shivering Because Maj. Phipps Threatens 
to Expose Them. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 10. — [Special.]— 
Five years ago much amusement was caused be- 
cause the paupers in the almshouse in this city 
had had the roof stolen from over their heads.

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A BIT OF INDIANA HISTORY. 


A Model Community About Shiloh Church 
—The Hendricks Monument. 
INDIANAPOLIS. Ind., Sevt. 10. — [Special.] — 
Judge David D. Bank of Franklin has contrib- 
uted a fifty-page pamphlet to the history of the 
State, which is of peculiar interest to the stu- 
dent. It is entitled Making a Neighborhood, 
and is very much like Dr. Clarke's famous little 
work, “Saying the Catechism,” and relating 
to the prone of Williamstown, Mass. The 
neighborhood referred to is the old Presbyterian 
settiement about Shiloh Church, in Johnson 
County—a neighborhood where Calvinism was 
preserved for many years in the same austere 
— that marked it in New England. Very 
aithfully and very graphically has the author 
rtruyed the life work of these pioneer fathers, 
heir hardships, their humble joys, their victor- 
ies of “For more than twenty years,” he 
says, not a judgment was ever entered against 
a man of Shiloh in a court of record.

Address Delivered by Warden McClaughry 


on Identifying Prisoners. 
Toronto, Ont., Sept. 10.—[Special.]—The 


National Prison Congress, which opened a five 
days’ meeting here today promises to be one 
_of the most interesting and beneficial con- 
ventions ever held in this city. Its object is 
to consider and recommend plans to pro- 
mote throughout the country the administra- 
tion of criminal law and procedure, the im- 


rovement of penal, correctional, and re- 
ormatory institutions, and the care and 


treatment of dischar prisoners. The lead- 
ing question coming up for discussion is the 
indeterminate sentence. This subject will be 
introduced by F. R. Brockway, Superintend- 
ent of the Elmira Reformatory, the 
only institution in? America where the 
system has been adopted. A minimum 
and maximum term is fixed, and outside of 
that release is made discretionary with the 
prison authorities. The meetings are held in 
the Education Department of the Normal 
School.
